He was the Fenians' friend even In Lendon,
where he had peen lmnrlannad for delivering a
gpeech favorable to her independence, a
American le wore in favor of the |iberavion
of Irelund Irom the tyrauny of Enclish laws,
Ivishmen are not i Lhis country on sufferance.

quired why he was not 8 Fenlan, when a soene
of t confusion ensued. Cneers, intermingled
with” hisses, made 1t lmpossible to distingulsh
what was said, At thiy moment voioes called
out, “Fut the perfurer, MoDermott, off the bal-
cony,” “Down with the apo+tate priest Curley,"
and mmilar express.ons. Traiu endeavored to
regain order, and had partinlly succeeded, when
& IAan nhndfmr in the middle of the streat, who
announced nmselt to be “Ed. Carey,” cried out
that no man could be an advoeste of Fenianism
and pot be a Feman, Train replied that he had
shown himsell to be & staunch friend of Ireland,
and bud sided to fill the cotfers of the Feniau
Brothernood, A call for “Morrison” was then
raised, byt Train, with his sccustomed coolneas,
continved to speak, It being apparent to him,
however, that (he crowd had concluded that his
speech had been tinlehed, he sepped back upon
the balcony.

Father Curley then made his appearance, and
wag received with hasses and shouts ot derision,
The Reverend Futher endeavored to prevail
upon the crowd o bear bim, promising to
detain them only one moment, but his effort was
unsuccesstul.

Mr. McDermott then advanced, smilingly, to
the front of the balcony, when the dissatisfac.
